The statement follows In part: 
"The undersigned citizens of the 
south, some of them supporters of 
the one presidential candidate and 
some of the other desire unitedly 
to voice this public protest against 
the injection of the race question 
into the present political campagn. 
"We believe these appeals are 
both Irrevelant and dangerous. It 
is our hope that no one Will be 
deterred by them from calming 
considering the real issues and vot- 
ing his honest convictions; 
and 
certainly that no one will allow 
them to Inflame his mind with an- 
tagonism toward our negro neigh- 
bors, who .too long 
have been 
pawns,in the game of politics. Any 
attempt to influence men and wo- 
men with an Issue so untimely' is 
unworthy of the white man and 
unjust to all. If taken seriously it 
Is th'e sowing of dragon's teeth of 
which 
future • generations must 


reap the harvest 
"Happily we believe it will not

and there waa 
no confirmation 


from Rome. But It at least served 
to recall that when the Archduke 
Joseph formed a government in 
Budapest In 1919 in succession to 
the Bela KUn's communistic regime 
It was the allies 'supreme council 
in Paris that forced him to resign. 
That council decreed that no Haps- 
burg should head the Hungarian 
government and the idea probably 
still holds good with Italy, Czech- 
oslavakia, Jugoslavia 
and 
Rou- 
mania. 


Royalist** Disappointed. 
Royalists of Hungary, who have 


been dreaming of a return of che 
Hapsburgs since King Charles ab- 
dicated in November, 1918, were 
reported as bitterly disappointed 
at the lack of applause for Count 
Bethlen's scenario. Some of them 
have been hoping that the crown' 
would go to Archduke Otto, (he 
16-year-old Bon of King Charles- 
Others would have preferred Auch- 
duke Joseph Francis, son of the 
Archduke Joseph who held brief 
power in 1919- These two and Al- 
bert are the possible claimants to 
the throne by right of succession. 


But the three of them together 


from only one spectre in the col- 
lective mind of southeastern Eu- 
ropean governments. Mussolini was 
said to have described the Haps- 
burg dynasty as dead but some of 
the other chancelleries, beset with 
problems anent *mreconciledi mi- 
norities in their trianon acquired 
territories, have given some ind- 
cations of a belief in ghosts. The 
possibility of a Hapsburg^rehablll- 
tation is, In fact, one of their ma- 
jor "fears."

Ramsay McDonald, former la- 


bor prime minister of Great Britain 
spoke of such fears as this wh^n 
he addressed the German reichstag 
a; few days ago. He said -that dis- 
trust among nations was slowing 
disarnamcnt and he pleaded 
for 


mutual international confidence. 


No One Nation Guilty. 


He added that when the day.came 
for telling the whole truth, no one 
nation would be found responsi-" 
ble for the great war. Then he told 
his German audience that war debts 
and reparations should he combin- 
ed into one issue, with the United 
States participating in the settle- 
ment. 
As if in echo to this speech, Wins- 
ton ChurchilJ, chancellor of 
the 
British exchequer, went to Paris 
where he met S. Parker Morgan, 
New York banker, and 
Premier 
Poincare of France. They talked 
about the Geneva agreement that 
experts be chosen to study 
ihc 


whole question of debts 
and re- 
parations with a view to fixing t 
smaller germntotal than is provid- 
ed under* the Dawes plan. 


New Chinese Regime- 
The new governmental scheme 


in China started off apace. C. T. 
Wang, foreign minister; began ne- 
gotiations with Japan for settle- 
ments of the Nanking. Hankow and 
Tslnan i incidents.

Island, with a liquor cargo valued 
at $108,000 and the latter 11 miles 
off Long Island, with a small cargo 
of malt and malt liquor. 


The federal courts.at I^ew York 


City sustained the government in 
Its contention that the seizures 
were legal because neither schoon- 
er could produce a manifest cover- 
Ing its cargo notwithstanding the 
position of both at the Urns of 
seizure established that the car- 
goes were ddstined for this coun- 
try.

hope of carrying Kentucky, 
Tennessee, North Carolina 
and Virginia. .Smith follow- 
ed him for the same pur- 
pose. The only political sig- 
nificance that can be at-, 
tached to either or both of 
the invasions is that the 
four states are "anybody's 
game." 


The Republican 1 a n d- 


slides in 1920 and 1924 
made deep inroads into the 
former Democratic majori- 
ties in Virginia and North 
Carolina. Harding carried 
Tennessee in 1920 but the 
state gave Davi3 a fair ma- 
jority -in 1924. Kentucky 
was Democratic in 1920 but 
gave its eleC'-Oial vote to 
Coolidge four years later,

MINISTER DELIVERS 
ANTI-SMITH SPEECH 


CORSICANA THUS. 


REV. 
CULLOM H. BOOT& 


ANSWERS QUESTIONS PRO- 


POUNDED TO HIM 


Switching at the last moment 


from his preparea address to an 
impromptu reply to several ques- 
tions propounded to him through 
the press, and presented to him on 
his arrival. Dr. Cullom H. Booth, 
presiding elder of the Fort Worth 
district of the Central Texas Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, and former pastor 
of the First Methodist church of 
Corsicana, attacked tne candidacy 
of Governor Alfred E. Smith 
of 


New York for the presidency 
of 


the United States, taking advan- 
tage of the occasion also to score 
what he termed the half-hearted 
.efforts of many party leaders to 
back the cause of the Democratic 
party. 


Dr. P. P. Culver, present pastor 


of the First Methodist church, pre- 
sided at the meeting, which 
was 


held in the district court room of 
the Navarro 
county 
courthouse 
Thursday evening. The entire low- 
er floor of the court house was 
packed and a number of people 
were in the balcony. A number of 
extra seats had been placed on the 
lower floor for the occasion. 


Rev. E. L. Liddell was presented 


to the audience and made an ap- 
peal for funds to carry on the loca'. 
campaign. He explained that all 
of the money was being spent In 
the local community and was de- 
voted only to actual necessities. A 
freewill offering was taken. C. G. 
Davidson announced that a quanti- 
ty of campaign 
literature 
was 
" available. 


In introducing tne speaker, Dr. 


Culver stated that it was a duty 
and a pleasure to introduce 
the 


speaker, who was known and loved 
in Navarro county, pointing out 
that he was not a political preach- 
er, but a plain minister trying to 
do his duty, to his God and state. 


Preachers Not Politicians. 


The presiding officer called, at- 
tention to one fact, in reply to the 
criticism in this county and over 
the country on the participation of 
ministers in the campaign, that the 
preachers were not politicians, and 
had never entered a campaign ex- 
cept when the question of prohibi- 
tion was at s'take. Facing the is- 
sue fairly and squarely, the speak- 
er said that one, could see that the 
preachers had not Injected the Is- 
sue of prohibition Into the cam- 
paign, that it had not been Inject- 
ed by the Republicans, nor by the 
Democratic convention itself, since 
both platforms 
favored 
enforce- 


ment of the liquor laws: 


Smith alone was declared respon- 


sible for the injection of the issue 
In the campaign, and if he objected 
to ministers taking part, he had 
only himself 
to blame. 
If 
the 


preachers were to chuck the moral 
leadership on the questions involv- 
ed they would not be worthy 
ot 


leading their churches. 


Any unpleasantness in the cam- 
paign could be blamed on Smith, 
according to Dr. Culver, who p^ld 
that this was .not the first criti- 
cism directed at the preachers, who 
were not politicians or candidates 
for any office or preferment 
but 


were standing for right and what 
is written into the constitution of 
the nation. He then presented Dr. 
Booth. 


Opening his remarks with 
the 


statement that the occasion 
was 


the funeral of Al Smith and not 
the funeral of those present, 
the 
speaker of the evening asked Rev, 
V W. Hall to lead the singing of 
Iwo verses of "America." to inject 
l little fun into the occasion. 
Remembers Corsicana. 


Recalling that he came to Corsi- 
tana just about eleven years ago, 
the speaker declared-that four of 
the best and busiest years of his 
life were spent in Corsicana, and 
that his life was the richer for the 
friendships and memories of 
his 
stay in Corsicana. During the war 
he declared that triere were a num- 
ber of moral issues to face and 
fight out, and .said that he uoped 
he was remembered as one who 
fought squarely and stood for what 
he believed was the right. He de- 
clared he was not a politician nor 
the son of one, but as he believed a 
sincere patriot. 
His visit here, he 


said, was because he was convinc- 
ed that the country today is facing 
one of the gravest crises in a life- 
time, not only in a political but in 
a moral and spiritual way as well. 


As he entered the hall, Dr. irfooth 


said he was presented with a spec- 
ial delivery letter containing a list 
of questions that had appeared In 
the daily press. He first thanked 
the originators of the questions for 
the free advertising and comment- 
ed on the fact that no handbills 
irere distributed for the mettlng, 
Because there were no RasUobs fi- 
nancing the county campaign. 


Before he answered the questions 
'.he speaker said that he would like 
to ask one question: 
"How and 


why is It that the 
outstanding 


champion of the Navarro county 
campaign and the chairman of the 
state Democratic convention, the 
Hon. W. A. Tarver. is not present 
to propound the questions in per- 
son?" 


When the Invitation was extend- 


ed him to visit 
Corsicana, 
the 


speaker said that he wrote his 
friend and offered to divide time 
with him on the platform ThurscU.i 
evening. 
He 
declared 
that 
h 
wrote In a friendly and kindly veil 
and that he held the highest pc 
sonal regard for Tarver and I, 
powers of oratory. 
He declared 


that in his part of the country tin 
Democrats had trouble In getting

One of these would allow 
the 


legislature to fix the tenure of all 
officers of the public school system 
and of the institutions of higher 
learning as as much as six years. 
Two yea,rs is the maximum term 
tinder the present provision of the 
Constitution, except a.s to memrters 
of the boards of the several Insti- 
tutions of higher learning, who are 
appointive for six years, so that as 
respects them the proposed a.mend- 
mctus would make no change. 


It is the terms of trustees of ru- 


ral school districts, of county trus- 
tees and of trustees of Independent 
school districts which would be af- 
fected. These are now chosen for 
two years. 
The adoption of this 


amendment would extend the term

first two named of tiose offices 
and appointed to the last-named 
constitute the Board of Education. 
Obviously, the governor and comp- 
troller may be highly qualified for 
Hie duties of (he o'^lres to which 
they are elected a;jd the secretary 


of state for the duties of the offic1; 1 
to which he I* appointed, and not 
IcSs unqualified for directing
